Takini? the pn>iM.rtiuii and applyinir it t«» 
he voters, a plain educational (jualilicutiou 
fould disfranchise fourteen white voters out of 
. hundred, whereas it would disfranchise forty 
^ks oat of a hundred. 

The "grandfather clause" then is to be in- 
iie»,*ed to protect these fourteen white men. 
The "ame is surely not worth the candle. We 
make in Kentucky the '-grandfaiher clause" 
absurd. ^\ e place ourselves below the black- 
ridden states of the South. We proclaim to 
^ world that Kentucky ^toop-; t.. injustice 
to avoid black domination. W e turn l.a. k the 
coming laborer and the coming capiu 
►>>oth fear the black l»elr. 

On the contrary, if we adopt the educational 
qualification we put ourselves at the head of 
the progressive states, elevating the suffrage 
sod educating our citizenship. 

Between these two courses Kentucky should 
not hesitate.

Mr. Hamilton has written quite forcibly 
before on the subject of the enibarassmeDts to which rail- 
roads in Texas are Bobject, and in this letter he writes: 

"i would suggest that Southern development, particu- 
larly H!« it appiit e to Texas can be more rapidly advanced 
than at prost-nt bv liisposinn of the demaKOKiie, by elimi- 
nafinK the .illcm".! lawvirs who live hy iMokin^ up and 
manufacturing fake claims against railroad compames, 
and hv educating Jorora to reoogniae the sacrednets of an 
oath.'' 

Mr. Hamilton is not the only Texan who is alive to the 
injury done the material interests of the ^-tiitc l.y the loss 
and annoyance caused the railroads through the counte- 
nance given shysters in C!ourts of law. In a recent charge 
to the Federal Grand Jury at Fort Woifh .TiHl;.;e Miek 
dwelt quite strongly on that point. He called attention 
to the law against barratry passed by the legislature in 
1901 and said that it had peculiarapplieatioi) t.. utiiTiii ys 
«ho are envaged in the phase of practice known aw "p» r- 
8onul injury litiRation," and while recognising that it 
was not within the provinco ol the Federal Curt ti) en- 
fon e the criminal laws of the states, he iunisled that for 
the pr»)ttction ol the integrity of its own proceedings it 
was the bounden duty ol the Court to prevent the appear- 
anee tw. tnir of 8ttorne>s who had violated the criminal 
laws ol the -■'tate in the very causes in which they presume 
to appear. 

He argued that the law against barratry had been passed 
because ol the pernicious activity and professional de- 
pravity of oerUin lawyers, and he gave this wholesome 

charge:

The profession of law should possess 
within itself the inclination and power for self-cleansing 
and SI lI-|niritieation tinnn^;li proper and effective organ- 
ization, l here is a in tieealile alisence of rffeetive organ- 
ization of the pnjfes-ion for surli piirpcM- ut most liars 
in Texas. Such ab»tenee oeciiriim-^ tin metssiiy of my 
placing upon you, gentlemen, thi* 111, ii-iiiil lah ir. 1 feel 
called upon to charge you thus becaubc ni the rumors that 
constantly come to roe of the practices ol some altorneys- 
ut-law in procuring employment, esp»-cially in personal 
injury litigation. These matters should be investigated, 
and if the evi.U ik c adduced before you shows to your sat- 
isfaetion petsunal solicitation on the part of an attorney 
ol employment in any suit at law or in eqiiitv. to prose- 
cute or ileleiul the same, or i( it shows that he ha-» pro- 
cured another to solicit for him employment in any such 
cause, or if it shows that he has given any pirs.m from 
whom such employment is souglit money oi . iher thmus 
of value, or has, directly or indirectly, paid the debts or 
liabilities ol such person, or if it shows that he has loaned 
or promised to give or otherwise grant money or other 
things of value to the person Irom whom such employ-
